The late queen was proclaimed as 


'Queen Alexandria Victoria, but she 
•droped the first name wthin a few 
days. 


To Postpone the Coronation. 


The coronation will probably 
be 


postponed for a year or until after the 
close of the war in South Africa. 


The king and queen entered the 


council chamber when «ie council as 
sembled and took their seats on the 
throne. 
When they -were seated the 


Lord Chancellor administered the-us- 
ual oaths that ttiey will govern the 
kingdom according to its laws and 
customs, afford security to the church, 
and confirm parliament and the peo- 
ple in their rights and liberties. 


All Swore Allegiance. 


The cabinet ministers then advanc- 


ed to the throne and declared alleg- 
inace to the new sovereigns, the other 
persons present folowing suit in the 
lorder of precedence. 
The ministers 


then in proper order tendered their 
seals of office to the king who took 
them in his hands as a token of asser- 
tion of his prerogative and then hand- 
ed them back, stating that he con- 
firms them in their offices. 


Various other urgent matters were 


then disposed of such as authorizing 
the alteration of stamps affixed to 
official documents and also 
fixing 


the form of prayer for the royal fam- 
ily. 


Proclamation of 
Accession. 


Finally the proclamation of acces- 


sion was ordered, it .having first been 
signed by all the privy councilors pres- 
ent and others, including the lord may- 
or, aldermen and sheriffs of London. 
The king next announced his pleasure 
that it was his royal will 'to be pro- 
claimed king today, and the proclama- 
tion was then made by the lord mayor 
at Temple Bar and by heralds at three 
other points in the metropolis.

Prince of Wales, became Edward VII., 
Ktng of Great Britian' and Ireland 
and Emperor of India, When Queen 
Victoria passed.away at 6:30 o'clock 
last evening.

ment. 


A lew minutes later obeisance was 


made to the new monarch, to whose 
shoulders -an empire had been trans- 
ferred. 


Whispers Good-Bye to All. 


The queen, however, is said to have 


bid farewell in a feeble monosyllable, 
to her family assembled at her bed- 
side at midday.

the prince of Wales to whom

London, Jan. 23.—Prince George 


Frederick, duke of York, who becomes 
Prince of Wales as the result of his 
father's accession to the throne, was 
born at Marlborough house, June 3, 
1S65, just seventeen months 
after 


his eldest brother, the late Duke of 
Clarence. 
The two lads entered the 


navy together on 
June 5, 
1877. 


They spent two years on the train- 
ing ship Britannia, ana then started 
for a three years' voyage around the 
world on the Bacchante. 
They were 


accompanied by a private tutor, the 
Kev. Mr. DaMon, who prepared for the 
press work, ostensibly written 
by 


the jwivng princes, giving description 
of countries visited by them. 


Prince George's Fast Promotions.,. 
In 'May, 1883, Prince George was 


made midshipman on the Canada and 
stationed on the North American coast 
in 18S5. 
After passing his examina- 


tion, he was promoted to lieutenant, 
and in 1890 was given the separate 
command of the gunboat Thrush on 
the West Indian station. 
During the 


same year 'he opened the Jaraica in- 
dustrial exposition. 
In 1891 he was 


made full commander. 
. He visited 


Ireland in October of the latter year, 
staying with is brother, the duke of 
Clarence, in Dublin. 
He then started 


on the last tour ]ie and his brother 
were to take together. 
This was an 


informal progress through 
Ireland. 


In Dublin he caught typhoid fever 
and was taken home and only slowly 
recovered his health. 
Death Makes H'im Heir to the Throne. 


The death of his brother, Jan, 14, 


1892. made Prince George heir to the 
throne.

duke's engagement to the Princess 
Victoria Mary of Teck, the erstwhile 
betrothed of his brother, was announc- 
ed in May, 1893.

Her Majesty's life TVas Several Times 


Imperiled. 


On several occasions the queen was 


alarmed by threats or attempts 
at 


assassination. For the most part these 
assaults or attempts were the work ot 
insane persons. 
More than once she 


had narrow escapes from harm, but at 
each time evincing the greatest brav- 
ery and presence of mind. On the 10th 
of May, 1839, when England was fev- 
erish with bard times, Chartist and re- 
peal agitations and the like, a madman 
crept up to the garden steps of Buck- 
ingham Palace threatening to murder 
the queen because no Protestant should 
be allowed to sit on the throne of Eng- 
land. He was promptly seized by the 
sentinel and afterward cent to Bride- 
well.
